Gentlemen: | 

I am advised by Mr. Leach, Superintendent of the San Francisco 
Mint, that the price allowed for silver at each of the U. S. Mints is 
governed by instructions from your office. As a matter of information, 
I am trying to find out what the basis of Government price for silver is, 
I should also like to ask you why 1/99 of the gold ounces is deducted 
from the silver ounces in Mint settlements, rather than from the gold 
ounces. My information so far is to the effect that in parting the 
gold and silver, 1/09 of the gold is silver which it is not possible to 
separate, I ao not understand why this is settled for as gold; I should 
think it would be settled for as silver.

Referring to my letter of May 20th. relating to the Rocke 
well oil burning furnace, I have to report further experimental 
work with same, as follows. 

On receipt of Beech Creek fire brick, the furnace was ree 
built, and on three successive days, tested as to its adaptability 
for melting Nickel. Not to burden this letter with minute dee 
tails which are on file in this office, it will suffice to say 
that 1392.5 lbs. of Nickel alloy required 139.4 galls of oil for 
melting, and that the time required was less than in the gas fure 
naces. The result was very satisfactory. A deposition of care 
bon{coke} on the wall of the furnace opposite the burner seemed. 
to indicate that the combustion might be improved. 

To provide for the more serious tests of melting silver and 
gold, I took advantage of the gemeral stoppage of minting opere- 
ations in July, and equipped the furnace as indicated in my letter 
of May 20th. The oil pipe on its way to the furnace was steame 
jacketed, and a portable air compressor was attached to the oil 
tank in such manner that the oil reached the burner under a presse 


ure of 50 lbs. per sq. inch. The extemporized apparatus was all 
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that could be desired, and the furnace was in operation from 
July 25th to 28th inclusive, in competition with our gas furnaces 
making Seryoh Lae anae To state the results concisely, it may 
be said that the rapidity of melting, and economy in fuel was 
notably in favor of the oil eurdaee: The returns from the melte 
ing, as against the charge, in ounces, was in favor of the gas 
furnaces, but this may perhaps be attributable to a probable de- 
sire on the part of the operative from the Rockwell Co., who was 
managing the fire to make a record for speed of working rather 
than saving the metal. One gold melt of 5508 ozs. was made, and - 
the same commendation as to time and economy of fuel may be made 
as for the silver melting, with the same criticism as to the ree 
SUrNS 6 

The defects I think, are in minor details and can be remede# 
ied. I see no reason to change the favorable opinion I express- 
ed in my former letter as to the possibilities of the oil burne 


ing furnace.

My dear Mr. Roberts: 

In reply to your letter received this 
morning, in regard to the Panama coin, I would say that we have 
promised Mr. Cromwell to deliver to the United States Kxpress 
Company 280,000 pieces on monday next and the same amount on the 
following Friday. That, with the 100,000 already shipped will 
leave 340,000 pieces due the Panama government, which we hope to 
have ready by the middle of the next week. We are still short 
about 50,000 ounces of silver for this coinage, but have been 
notified that about 40,000 ounces are on their way here, leaving 
10,900 ounces still due. All of our own available silver is in 
ingots ready for our own coinage and we do not care to melt this 
down for the use of the Panama coinage; otherwise, we could prob- 


ably finish this letter coinage a few days sooner.

The conclusion would therefore eppear to be that American gold 
does not leave the country by emigrents or tourists and therefore does 
not reach the wints or figure in the Arts to any eppreciable amount, 
the only outso being in the regular channel through Custom duties. 

The next question in order, I think, is regarding the hall-mark 
upon articles of jewelry or silver plate establishing the fineness $f 
the metal. 

Itely being the first country visited, I report the conditions 
there first: 

I learned that there had formerly been a law compelling all manu- 
facturers of articles in the precious metals to have them stamped, but 
there was raised such strenuous opposition that the law is no longer 
enforced.

The color, they contend, is not, an adventage, as ten closely 
resembles worn silver coin, and reject the idea that nickel is any 
protection egainst counterfeiting. 

| I elso found the mint at Switzerland made no claim to superior- 
ity of color over the alloy used in coins under twenty centines; it, 
= therefore, appears an open question regarding the color. One point 
is certain; the coins in Europe are kept in circulation much longer 
' thet in the United States and are generally in a most horrible con- 
dition, it being et times clmost impossible to tell either the denom- 
instion or country to which they belong. This fact is noticeable to 
everyone visiting Turope. The nickel coins being of more recent date 
ee are naturelly in better condition and appear cleaner and brighter; what 
they may be when having been in circulation for a great length of tine, 

. 
like the other coins, remains to be seen. 

I made every effort to learn from hotel proprietors and store-keep- 
rs, and the people generally, the feeling toward pure nickel coins and 
found the general compleint to be that they too closely resembled Sirer™ 

At the London mint there is a most decided objection to the idea of 
using pure nickel, on account of its hardness and difficulty of wanu- 
facture. 

As none of the countries using pure nickel aap their own blanks, 

I wes uneble to see that process, and was told plainly that it would 


not be possible to gein edmittence into the Krupp works. 


From ell I have seen and been eble to learn, pure nickel is e hard 
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intractable metal, difficult to manipulate in every stage, from 
the melting through sll the different processes of coinsge, possess- 
ing but one adventage, namely, when made, it is hard, and this cual- 


ity is present throughout end greatly increases the weer and tear 


of mechinery. 

One other objection is, that with the exception of Switzerland, 
I found no mint in Europe willing to undertake the manufacture of 
their own blanks on account of the difiiculty of manvfacture, which 
leaves the Government st the mercy of some manufacturer who may 
charge, as already stated, 20 frants per kilo, or any other price 
his cupidity may suggest. 

I have mentioned Switzerland as en exception to the thought of 
Making pure nickel blanks. Switzerlend is building a new mint at 
Berne and is contemplating putting in blast furnaces to welt pure 
nickel with the intention of getting out of the hands of the manu- 
facturer. 

One other subject thet I thought I ought to investigate was 
the radius or basining of dies. I therefore wade inoviry et every 
mint I visited and learne¢ thet no mint in Zvrope had ever heard 
of such se practice and had not @ basin in their possession, the 
custom being to iaill the blank to suit the die, the face cf the die 
being finished by hend and left alnost flat. 

I hed some difficulty in convincing the officers of the mints 
visited that it was possible to have an ebsolute fixed basin or 


radius for the dies, and the netural question was asked me - if the 


die changes in hardening, what did I do in such a case, and after 
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expleining our methods the remerk was generally that it appeared 
to them to be working the wrone way, when the blenk covld be so 
easily adjusted to suit the die and character of design. 
How designs are procured for Government medals: 

Paris and Vienna sre the only countries worth considering, 
as the countries, Itely, Switzerlend, Belgium, and England are 
practicelly doing nothing. 

it Vienna I learned thetthey generally plece the comission 


to engrave the dies with some medallist of reputetion, and. sometimes 


ask for competition, which is open to the mint engraver, and, further, 

thet the mint engraver is allowed the use of mint machinery for the 

execution of such commissions. These commissions given the mint en- 
graver, I was told, was a source of considerable revenue to the 

' engraver and was done to encoursge the medallic art. 

In Faris the custom is to place the comission in the hands of 
some medallic artist. I enguired the cost of some medals done in that 
way end learned that the Government had paid for the dies of the Presi- 
dent, executed by Champney, 10,000 francs, or 32,000 for one pair of 
dies. 

Paris is doing very beautiful medallic work which was of special 
interest. At first I found considerable disinclination to show or 
explein the methods followed, especially the medal finishing, but after 
persistent effort I wes permitted to enter the room and shown the pro- 


cess, although I was told it was most unusual. 


I now feel that I have the necessary information to introduce in 


the mint the French treatment of medals, also the mixture of metal, end 
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ean see no reason why the metal should not be mixed at our mint. 


I regret to say thet st the mint at Paris they ebsolutely 


refused to show me the reducing lathe, although I tried very hard 


favor they were granting, but the courtesy of one nation to another, 


nevertheless, I failed; I only learned that it was of the Janvier

. +o versuade them, urging the argument that it was not a personal | 
type with some alterations of their own. 


The Janvier itachine is in use in Itely, 


London, and Vienna, 


and appears to be capable of doing very excellent work. Should 


the New York parties not prove successful with the machine in hand, 
it might be well to consider the Janvier lathe. 

The coining presses are almost all of the Uhlon type with sone 
slight differences eat some mints, but not of materiel importance. 

The operations of the mints of Europe are very small, with 
the exception of London and Paris, and Paris is doing more in meéals 
than coins. 

The London Mint is undergoing many changes. They have discarded 
the draw-benches and are depending upon rolis entirely, but this change | 
hes not been long enough in use to speak of results. They do no ad- 
ns the coin is weighed and if not correct is melted. 

Vienna, Itely, Switzerland and Brussels are practically doing 
nothing. 

Vienna, as you will notice, has bought no nickel blanks since 
1892, and wes doing no coining at the time of ay visit, except soue 
two heller bronze pieces.

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In fact, tue London “int subjects the bronze coin to a solution 
to discolor it, fearing it might be passed for gold. The other 
mints only tumble the blanks in solution of suzphurice acid, so 


that they are never bright.

One point I think worth consideration is, thet slthough the 


countries , France, Austria, Eungary and Switzerland, use pure 


nickel, it is onl: for some denominat#ons of minor coins, and all | 
the other denominations are either bronze or nickel alloy. I could 
find no good explanetion for this, elthough I put the cuestion at 
each mint. Naturally, the auery arises, if pure nickel is adven- 
tegeous for some, why not use it for all minor coins? 


I found that the mint et London was the only mint using ges; 


all the other mints use coke for annealing and melting. Vienna 
hes under consideration some sethod of its own for using gas, and 
the Paris mint is cvite anxious to see our plans of gas plant,which 
I promised to try and procure from the Americen Gas Purnace Co. 

The London Mint hes thrown on the "Scrap heap” the American 
Gas Furnace strip annealer and hes established a plan of its own, 
cof which the Superintendent cannot speak too highly, and it certainly 
struck me most favorably. I shall explain the construction of this 
furnace to the Coiner. I have also auite a list of answers to ques- 
tions furnished by the Coiner, elso those of the Nelter and Refiner, 
and Asseyer. 

I learned that the Vienna mint is the only mint doing refining 


and they use the acid process. £11 other mints receive the precious 


metals refined, and simply edd alloy. 
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Vienne recovers the gold and silver from the used crucibles 
in the same manner as the U. S. Mint, then subjects the refuse Ao 
the Cyanide process, the same es in vogue in South 4frice. 11 
‘ other mints sell the refuse. The London Mint thinks this an advan- 

tage, as the graphite has a value to the purchaser of the refuse, 
| consequently the mint receives « better price. 


The presses are all run much slower than ours, with the ex-

eention of Tondeon, where they run sbont the same, but at all other 


nints the presses run from 50 to 60 per minute. This appears to 


be an edvantege, as it gives the metal time to move end also is 
less heating, consequently the presses do not heat up, necessitat- 
ing stopping to cool, and, further, a better impression of the die 
is procured. 

The averages of coin produced per pair of dies. at no mint 
equals ours. In fect, I found my statements on this subdject caus- 
ed surprise. I have promised to send to Vienna the first and last. 


one cent bronze piece struck from e pair of dies, showing the life 


of a die and the condition of the same at the end. 
i I do not think that you care for a detailed account of the 
operations of the mints of Europe, asked for by Mr. Clark, I there- 
fore will furnish him the desired answers from my note book. I will 
suggest to the Coiner for his consideration, notebly, the strip and 
gold blank ennealing furnece at the London Mint, also the method of 
milling and a machine for counting in the London Eant.

In colum of "Authority to Purchase" a croes in red ink indicates authority 
of the Department was omitted in the duplicate voucher on file in this office and 
is now unobteinable or inaccessible on account of the incomplete system of keeping 
files and records, and the entire omission of an inventory of former years, 

I inclose herewith a summary showing the totel cost of furniture and fixtures 
etc,, as found in the inventory. 

In connection with the inventory of all articles in this Mint, I beg to say 
that we have a special file record in the Chief Clerk's Office, in which will be 
found, if properly sustained, a complete method under the law containing in separ 
ate files (with an index book) all papers connected with the purchase of any ma= 
chinery, articles, construction, etc., in the building, and the building itself, 

in order to support the law regarding the inventory and disposition of public 
property, and to support myself as a bonded officer of the Government, if a con= 
tingency should arise, I directed the Inspector of this office, two years ago, to 
éxamine into the matter, he reported to me that in the subedivisions in this Mint 
there was no complete registry or record of Government property, In some cases 
the officers and occupants did not think they were responsible for the public prop- 
erty in their possession, Unfortunately this condition delayed greatly the worke 


so much so that I felt compelled and did issue a circular letter dated July 1/03, 


cleariy setting forth the law and requirements under the same. I found it a dife 


ficult matter to keep the articles in the rooms to which they were assigned, long 
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enough to have the same inventoried; I therefore issued another circuler letter 
under date of September 22, 1904, in which all persons were prohibited from ree 
moving any article from the different rooms, These two letters are inclosed for 
your consideration, and I respectfully ask that they be approved by you, so that

In reply to your letter of August 4th, enclosing letter 
of the President of the Civil Service Commission to the Secretary 
of the Treasury, dated July 28th, I beg to state that Mr, A.D. 
Sauder, Custodian of Vaults, has not been doing the work of Miss 
Smith and Miss Wisnom during their temporary furlough. When neces- 
sary he has been on duty at the vaults, assisting or relieving Mr. 
Lamberson. When not occupied in thet way he has been making an 
inventory of practically all the government property in this build- 
ing, a duty which required him to count or measure every article 
belonging to the government in the building. The major portion of 
this work was not clerical and work very unsuitable for a women to 
perform and would, in my opinion, with the exception of the type- 
written copies made by these women, come under Schedule D. There 
was a disposition on the part of many of the heads of departments 
to discourage the taking of the inventory which made the work very 
trying and disagreeable in more ways than one, and which under the 
circumstances no one who did not possess !Ir. Sauders amiable dispo- 
sition and manners could have satisfactorily performed. He was 
selected for this special work because he was peculiarly fibtes for 


it. It was my intention, however, to have Mr. Sauder take the 
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(2) 
Schedule C. exanination as soon as tne inventory was completed. 

i have been preparing ir. Sauder for Schedule C. work for some 
time to have him in readiness in case of any emergency such as might 
unexpectedly arise at any time. A number of our leading men in the 
clericel positions in the mint are in such a state physically, most 
of them largely on account of the infirmities of old age, as to make 
it extremely uncertain as to when they may be unable to report for 
duty. 

mr. Huston, Mr. MacLane, and Mr. O.B. Jones, have been sick a 
consjderable portion of the tiue this summer. Mr. Potts and Iir. Gram- 
ner are not in good health; the former is almost constantly suffering 
from a wound received at the battle of Antietam during the Civil war. 
Mr. MacLane is also a veteran, and not a well man. Sir. Cobb, who is 
77 years of age, end mr. Royal, 74 years, while thus far they have been 
very faithful in the performance of their duties, are both rapidly on 
the decline. 

in my judgment the good of the service demands that a few of our 
best and most reliable young men, who are accnainted with the practical 
workings of the mint, be gradually prepared to perform the work done by 
these older men should emergency arise or require it. I had taken this 
matter up about two years ago with two of the Civil Service Comission 
and they thought it the proper thing to do. 

i beg to say further in connection with lr. Sauder that should 
he be promoted to Schedule C. he can still relieve mr. Lamberson when 
necessary. that these two men occupy positions of trust and responsi- 
bility is shown by the fact that they are entrusted with the combine- 
tions of the vaults containing nearly three hundred millions of dollars 


of Uncle Sam's pocket-book. lir. Sauder was selected for this position

at the time the eppointment was made, after consultation with the 
Director of the ‘hint and the Chief custodian of Vaults, and his selec- 
Kien wes urged by the latter on sachet of his character and unquestion- 
ed integrity.
